Robert “Ginger” Snooks was ono 


of the witnesses today. He related 
how he had been interfered wth by 
str.Kergs when his scaveng.ng teams 
were working during the str’ke. Two 
of his teams were upset, and he had 
been knocked down. He told Mr. 
McMurray, counsel for the defence, 
who cross-examined }.im, that he had 
not made certain statements at the 
prelim nary trial because he dd not 
think the affair would develop into 
assize court proceedings. This 
prompted Mr. McMurray to ask if 
they were not making too much fuss 
about the affair now. To this Mr. 
Snooks retorted: “No, I don't think 
they are now.”

The recommendation, in the minds 
of all delegates present, constituted 
the most contentious business yet 
transacted by the convention. But 
the step taken was studied from ail 
angles.

Cunarder Declines Offers of As- 
sistance and Will Dock

BOSTON, Mass,, Dec, 10.—Mes- 
sages intercepted at the naval radio |) 
station here tonight told of a col- 
liston between the British steamers 
Carmania and Maryland, about 500 
miles east of Halifax.

Vessels Sailing to United States Ports from Foreign Starting Points 
May Receive Bunkers at Canadian Ports to Take Them to Unit- 
ed States Destinations, Whence Back to Their Original Starting 


Points 


OTTAWA, Dec. 10.—In view of the 
pregent scarcity of coal in Canada, 
the Canad an trade commission has 
issued ceriain regulations with regard 
to the bunkering of coal at Canadian 
ports. The regulations which are now 
in force, provide that the bunkering 
of boats will be governed by the avail- 
able coa’ supply, and that preference 


| will be given in the following order: 


Canadian-owned boats. 
Boais fivying British flag. 
Boats flying the United States 
4. Boats flying allied flags. 

5. Boats flying neutral flags. 

6. Boats flying other flags, 


Vessels siiling from foreign points 
to Unilied States ports may receive 
bunkers at Canadian ports to take 
them to United States destination and 
return, or they may be bunkered at 
Canadian ports to take them to their 
United States destination whence back 
direct to their fore'gn port. It Is 
pointed out that the United States at 
present is coaling United States boats 
only, and that Canada is trying to look 
after vessels of other nations app ying 
for coal. Boats miling from Canadian 
ports will be bunkered with suffic'ent 
coal only to take them to their desti- 
nation. 


TRADES UNION

LONDON, Dec. 10.—The 
union congress, 'n session here adop- 
ted a resolution calling upon the gov- 
ernment ‘mmediately to consider the 
Peace overtures of the soviet govern- 
ment and raise the blockade between 
Rusa and the outside world, and de- 
mand'ng the right for an independ- 
ent inquiry into polit'cal, Industrial 
and econom'e conditions in Russia.

Pay Commissioners, Not Aldermen, 


For the second time the voters 
have decided against the idea of | 
payment to aldermen. This is not 
because the citizens are unwilling| 
to pay for service, but because 
they do not elect the aldermen to 
render the kind of service that 
| they think should be paid for. 

Under the terms of the Edmon- 
ton city charter the functions of 
the council are legislative. The 
executive work is expected to be 
done by commissioners, who are 
appointed by the council, The 
commissioners are expected to give 
their full time and attention to 
their work and are paid salaries 
‘in proportion. 

The mayor is a commissioner, 
and is presiding officer of the 
commission board. He is paid a 
salary for his full time. But to 
earry the principle further and 
pay the aldermen for the perform- 
ance of their duties which are in 
no sense executive, or calling for 
any important part of their time, 
is entirely another matter. 

The aldermen are a jury of the 
citizens to decide on what the city 
should and should not do. The 
commissioners are appointed and 
paid to see that the decisions of 
the council are put in effect. It 
is false economy to have members 
of the aldermanic board spending 
their time in executive or super- 
visory work. The aldermen are 
not elected as experts. Presum- 
ably they are elected as respon- 
sible citizens upon whose good 
judgment and unselfish interest 
their fellow citizens can rely. Pre- 
sumably also they have other busi- 
ness interests than their member- 
ship in the council, which natur- 
ally and properly claim their best 
executive attention and abilities. 
To give part of their attention to 
their own business and part to 
that of the city would not ensure 
that efficiency of service which is 
the first need of the city. 

Better employ enough commis- 
sioners and pay them high enough 
salaries to have the city’s work 
well done, than make small and 
inadequate payment to aldermen 
for inefficiently doing work which 
requires the highest efficiency and 
the most direct responsibility.

DEVELOPMENT MONEY NEKDED 
Toronto Saturday Nght. 

| With the last Victory Loan ‘n the 
hands of citizens the country’s war 
indebtedness Wii] amvuunt to a round 
two billion of dollars, taking no uc- 
count of the ‘oan to come. in other 


words, our annual interest charges 
@‘e iu.w tar greater thun was oui 
entire annual reyenue in pre-war 
duys. Not ouly must these interest 


charges be met, but we must in ad- 
{dition find sufficient funds for gov- 
{ernment operation, which means 
some hundreds of millions in addi- 
tion, 

As the returns show, the last Vic- 
tory Loan was iiade an unqualified 
success owing chiefly to the large 
subscriptions b corporate institu- 
tons, sucl as railways, comusnercial 
houses, manufacturing plants, insur- 
ance vompanies, loan companies, and 
the 1) Without their aid the loan 
would have been a sorry thing indeed. 

It can be taken for granted that 
our large institut'ons will, in the long 
run, feel co1.pelled to utilize such 
jfunds as heretofore they have added 
to the vatiou’ war loans, in the ex- 
pansion of their own business, and 
this ts as it should be. If we are to 
‘drive ahead in a commercial sense 
the country must expand, and this can 
jonly be done by pouring money into 
‘Our private undertakings rather than 
jinto the coffers of the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment. Particularly if that govern- 
ment does not render a proper stew- 
ardship, in other words, economize.

UNDER NEW MANAGEMENT.

Frequently, in the newspapers 
advertisments advising the public that 
So-and-so has taken over some par- 
ticu’ar business, usually a restaurant 
or hotel, and that ft is now being op- 
erated “Under New Management,” 
which seems tg be, in the mind of the 
ladvertiver, the last word in persuas- 
ive argument. 

In like manner we frequently have 
people who decide they can change 
human nature by tagging a new name 
on a certain section of it. Hence we 
Yave Farmers’ parties, Peop'es' nart- 
fes, Non-Partisian parties, Soldiers’ 
parties, and many other brands of 
political aggregations, 

There is one good feature about 
these movements, and that is such a 
movement denotes an awakening 
the part of at least some of the people 
to the need of do'ng something, but 
such movements usually fail to be- 
come to permanent importance, be 
cause those who compose them start 
out with the Impression that the fau't 
lies in someone else when they should 
recognize the fact that present condi-

Sir,—The ati.tude of mind exhibit- 
ed by your correspondent, 6, Lewis 
, Benson, towards prohib.tion in gen- 
era] and the prescript.on system in 
Particular js gomewhat novel, not to 
suv ludricous 
“who cun uailord to take a glass of 
Wine or spirits or beer of an evening 
at home" and of those who are “the 
earners of a living by hard manual 
labor and who are nevertheless mod. 
efute drinkers,” he protests against 
“apy roposal to lim+ either the num. 
ber of prescriptions to 25 per month, 
or the quantity of liquor prescribed to 
6 ounces at any one time, but sug- 
gests that medical men should be al- 
lowed to prescribe to any limit they 
thnk fit. He asserts that such re- 
st'ictions might suit “those who are 
permanent abstainers,"’ but do not 
commend themselves to “moderate 
drinkers," among whom he evidently 
Clusses himwelf. ‘There is thig at least 
to be gaid about hs argument, that 
he is delightfully candid about it, and 
mikes his pos.tion pertectly clear, If 
doctors are allowed only 25 prescrip- 
tions per month, there is the danger 
that the moderate drinker may be 
left out of the calculation, and be 
Unable to have his glass of an evening 
at home; and if the quantity pre- 
scribed is to be restricted to six 
ounces, it will hardly be worth h's 
while to get it. Indeed, one would 
imagine from the trend of your cor- 
Tespondent's letter that the prescrip- 
tion system {n Alberta had been 
specially designed for the express 
benef't «f the moderate drinker, and 
that the. sfore any change in the sys- 
t m which would impair his right to 
“take a glass" must be severely con- 
demned and strenuously combatted. 
Poss'blv it might surpr'se him to be 
told that the preser ption system now 
in force wus int ‘ed to make pro- 
vision for med’cin * purposes only! 

The fact is that the present allow- 
ance of 150 prescriptions per month 
to every medical practit'oner, is ad- 
mittedly far in excess of the legiti- 
mate requirements of the med‘cal 
profession.

AVIATION PRIZE 


Is First Aviator to Make Trip| 


From Great Britain to 
Australia 
Port Darwin, Australia, Dec. 
10—Captain Ross Smith, the Aus- 
tralian aviator, arrived here today 
from England, thus winning a 
prize of £10,000 sterling, offcred 
for the first aviator to make the 


voyage. 
Under the conditions laid down 
by the Anstralian government 


when ft offered a prize for mak- 
ing a flight from England to Aus- 
(ralia the distance of 11,000 miles 
had to be covered within 30 days. 


Captain Ross Smith left the 
Hlounslow aviation field, near 
Jondon, at 9 o'clock, November 
12th on his Might to Australia, On 
November 18th he reached Cairo 
and on November 19th he contin- 
ued his flight and on November 
23rd reached Delhi, India. Krom 
there he continued east until he 
reached Rangoon, turning south- 
ward at that city, making a num- 
ber of stops along the Malay Pen. 
insula and in the Islands of Ocean. 
fica. He arrived at Bima, on Sun- 
bawa Island near Java, Monday 
night. Port Darwin is near the 
northernmost tip of Australia, be- 
ing near the town of Palmersin, 

An interesting phase of the 
latter part of the flight was the 
internauonal contest developed 
between the British Capusin 
Smith and Lieut, Hdenne Poulet, 
French military aviator. Poulet 
left Paris for a flight to Australia 
en October 4th, nearly a month 
before Captain Smith started from 
London, The Englishman caught 
up with Poulet in India, however, 
the aviators mecting in Rangoon 
on November 30th, and both jeaz- 
ing for Bangkok on Dec, Ist. 
The two airmen started off nearly 
together from Bangkok the day 
following. No reports have been 
received, however, as to the 
whereabouts of the French a /ia- 
tor after leaving Bangkok.
